"Old Sol" Classed as 


Quite Ordinary Star 


The sun is a very humble unit 


amid the great stellar population, 
according to a leading astronomer. 
It Is, he says, a very ordinary star 
about midway in the scale of bril- 
liancy. We know ot* stars which 
give at least 10,000 times the light 
of the sun; we know also of stars 
which give 1-10,000 of Its light But 
those of Inferior light greatly out- 
number those of superior light. 


In mass, in surface temperature, 


in bulk, the sun belongs to a very 
common class of stars; its speed of 
motion Is near the average; It 
shows none of the more conspicu- 
ous phenomena, such as variability, 
which excite the attention of as- 
tronomers. 
In the community of 


stars the sun corresponds to a re- 
spectable middle-class citizen. 


It happens to be quite near the 


center of the local star cloud; but 
this apparently favored position Is 
discounted by the fact that the»star 
cloud Itself Is placed very eccen- 
trically In relation to the galactic 
system (the Milky way), being in 
fact near the confines of it. We 
cannot claim to be at the hub of 
the universe.

England coast cause the death of 
thousands of sea fowl every year. 
In their migrations to and from the 
southlands the birds, if caught in a 
storm, try to find a safe haven.

Masters of Melody 


The flute Is the most Interesting 


of all the Arab Instruments and 
the hardest to play. It consists of 
s long reed hollowed out, about 
half an Inch In diameter and from 
two to three feet long. It has eight 
stops, but there is no sort of mouth- 
piece. 


The sound Is produced by the 


player blowing across the top of 
the flute at some particular angle 
which f have never been able to 
discover, and producing the soft- 
est, saddest, deepest note one can 
possibly Imagine. . 


To the most unmusical, the sound 


of the long flute must appeal, and 
when accompanying one of those 
love ballads of the South it Is en- 
chanting. 


These flutes are used to accom- 


pany all kinds of songs, but chiefly 
those concerning the exploits of 
heroes and the love lays which 
hold such a big place in all Arab 
melodies.

Quito a roar is being registered turnout the country be- 


cause it has been discovered that there is a financial string 
tied to the homestead allotments that will some day be 
made in connection with the operation of the All-American 
canal, connected with the Boulder canyon dam project. It 
is going to be necessary to dig up a few dollars per acre 
per year to aid in paying off the charges that accompany 
this great undertaking. Automatically, the charges will 
eliminate all prospective land-seekers who are not possessed 
of some capital. 


The wildcat land sharks who have begun to operate 


around the edges of this project are not the only pedlers 
of misleading propaganda. From, the first, the government's 
offer to home-seekers has been of a dubious nature, and not 
well sustained against close inspection. Veterans of wars 
in which the United' States has participated have been 
given a ninety-day filing preference over other citizens, 
but the veteran cannot, in most cases, take advantage of it, 
because there are assessments that will make such a pro- 
cedure impossible or inadvisable. 


All citizens should come to a definite conclusion that 


homesteading and pioneering are no longer actually open 
to the poor man. In California it is necessary to have sev- 
eral thousand dollars in capital before a homestead or a 
pioneering project is feasible. It is nothing short of a 
crime for the government, or any other agency, to hold out 
hopes to the land-hungry, when the conditions cannot pos- 
sibly be met with which to bring about success. 


The veteran, or any other citizen, should forget the in- 


ducements offered in the Boulder dam and All-American, 
canal project. If he has no money, he can't even get going 
on such a deal. And if he has enough tioney to put it over, 
he can invest that money in land already improved, in a 
locality where he can live like a white man.

The philosopher who writes uiidei' ipie head Of "One 


Man's Opinion" in the Los Angeles Record, has a few 
thots about farm relief, claiming that it is not in Wash- 
ington that the farmer must look for a betterment of con- 
ditions, but possibly in his own back yard. He says: 


'' The American farmer is coming along better every year 


—what is left of him. That is the exact point to the argu- 
ment; the farmers who have managed to survive have 
learned a few lemons; they are tuff; they understand that 
the fellow who gets ahead is the fellow who gets ahead 
without crying or depending on either prayer or the fun- 
damental integrity of civilization. 


"The farmer is rapidly learning the lessons of co-oper- 


ative selling. Each year an increasing percentage of the 
farm's product is sold as cannily as steel is sold, and the 
day has gone when the packer or the canner can play one 
grower against the other and break the market at the 
height of the season.. 


"Even the poultry ranchers have discovered the lesson, 


and the farm eggs traded to the grocer—eggs from a stolen 
nest that addled—no longer determine the price of non- 
fertile, fresh, clean eggs. One million and eighty thousand 
eggs went out of these hills last week, shipped to South 
American ports, and there wasn't an off-grade egg in the 
lot; also the eggs brot a fair profit to the producer. 


"Co-operation; fancy stuff honestly graded and sold at a 


profit: lower overhead; less back labor, more mechanical 
ingenuity—these and not political action are pulling agri- 
culture out of the mire; and you townsmen are rapidly 
coming to the place where you are going to pay more for 
your food; you are going to get cleaner, sweeter eggs, 
purer butter, better potatoes, fancier fryers and broilers. 
Rancid butter, wormy cheese and wormy apples are out, 
but for this quality product, produced by business men, 
you are going to pay. The day when one addled egg cut 
the price of a case is gone. 


Evading the Law—

A system of representation drawn for ninety-one million 


people is being unlawfully imposed on one hundred and 
twenty million. This means that forty million of our people 
are disfranchised. 


Michigan has three districts, each with one congressman, 


and each with a population of over eight hundred thousand, 
whereas in the United States the average population of the 
congressional district is over two hundred and ten thousand. 
Southern California has one congressman for a district with 
a million and a half people.

Show Decrease 


for Past Year 


The United States exported 2,700,- 


000 boxes of oranges in 1928, as 
agaiiist: 3,600,000 boxes a year in 
192? t«i 1927. Canada is our princi- 
pal foreigflf market for oranges, tak- 
ing 2,300,000 boxes (86 per cent) in 
1928, as kgainst 2,600,000 boxes the 
previous.year. The United Kingdom, 
our second largest market, took 149,- 
000 boxes of United States oranges 
in 1928, compared with record tak- 
ings of 604,000 boxes the previous 
year. During October to May, Unit- 
ed States oranges , face fair price 
competition from large quantities of 
Spanish and Palestine (Jaffa) or- 
anges in : British markets. The beat 
season for United States oranges 
appears to be the summer months. 


EXPORTS DECREASE 


The decrease of about 900,000 


boxes in United States orange ex- 
ports in 1928 may be accounted for 
in large part by the fact that Cali- 
fornia produced 23,000,000 boxes of 
oranges in 1927, as against 28,000,- 
000 boxes the previous year, while 
Florida-produced 8,200,000 boxes, as 
compared with 10,800,000 boxes. A 
good portion of the 1927 orange crop 
was : marketed during 1928, and a 
combination of a short crop and 
good domestic prices and demand 
lessened the tendency to export or- 
anges in 1928, some organizations 
supplying foreign markets with only 
enough to retain business previous- 
ly developed. 
. 
Smaller foreign markets for Unit- 


ed States' oranges in 1928 included 
the Philippines, which took 41,000 
boxes; New Zealand, 40,000; China, 
35,000; Hong Kong, 14,000; British 
3Ialaya, 10,000; Newfoundland and 
Labrador, 10,000; Germany, 9000; 
Sweden, 7500; Mexico 5400: Japan, 
4500; 
Australia, 
4200; 
Panama, 


4000; Bermudas, 3200; Caylon, 2300; 
Venezuela, 2300; and Peru, 1000.

Warning: Do Not 
Molest Cactus Plants 


Motorists must observe the laws 


against digging cactus plants and. 
yuccas on the desert or suffer the 
consequences, according to advices 
reaching the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. 
During one 


week-end, in Riverside county recent- 
ly tbere were 21- persons arrested 
for having in their possession cactus 
or yucca plants, for which they had 
no - permits. They were fined $25 
each. 


N. ID some localities signs have been 
'posted warning motorists against ap- 
propriating 'the plants, but as ignor- 
ance of the law is no excuse, trouble 
is liable to ensue for all who do not 
obey it. 


With the new motor vehicle law 


prohibiting stickers on windshields,

Canal Charges 


Are Revealed 


The following article appeared 


in the last isnue of "The Veterans' 
Patrol," a publication devoted to 
the interests of the veterans of the 
Spanish-American war: 


"Correspondence received from 


Congressman Phil D. Swing indi- 
cates that a possible fixed charge of 
$100 per acre will be ^charged for the 
building of irrigation ditches plus 
thp cost of water for government 
lands which are to be thrown open 
and on which Spanish war veterans 
and World war veterans are given 
a 90-day preferential right. 
This 


cost, so far as a tentative program 
is outlined, is spread over a period 
of 40 years at $2.50 per acre per 
year, without interest. This pay- 
ment might be construed as making 
the project a community irrigation 
project. . Whether or not any of this 
$2.50 per acre will ever be refunded 
after the cost of construction of the 
dam has been paid out of the earn- 
ings of hydro-electric power devel- 
opment plan, cannot now be said. 
The power will be purchased by Los 
Angeles and other southern cities of 
Nevada. 


At $2.50 per acre, 40 acres will 


cost a man $100 per year for water. 


Salary Increase For 


Judges Is Approved 


Sacramento, May 9.—Assemblyman 


Little's bill increasing the salary of 
Los Angeles county superior judges 
from $9000 to $10,000 a year was 
passed today by the senate. It goes 
to the governor. The San Francisco 
senate delegation is behind a similar 
bill, which has passed the assembly, 
but has been amended from $12,000 
to $10,000 annually for the San 
Francisco superior court judges. Ac- 
tion on it is ponding in the senate. 


MEALY BUG REPORT 


According to the horticultural com- 


missioner's office, the report to date 
on the annual inspection of infested 
orchards with mealybug indicates a 
slight increase in light and medium 
infestations, with a corresponding de- 
crease in heavy infestation. 


No More Smoking 


in Forest Areas 


Information has just been received 


from the district forester that "the 
Angeles national forest is closed to 
smoking except at designated camp 
grounds and improved places of habi- 
tation, effective May 15." 


It is hoped that any one going 


into the forest will bear this instruc- 
tion in mind and full cooperation 
from the public will be greatly ap- 
preciated by the local forest officers. 


It should also be remembered that 


anyone going into the forest for the 
purpose of camping must first secure 
a camp fire permit and in connection 
with it must carry a usable shovel 
and ax on the camping trip. 


Camp fire permits are issued at 


the Glendora city hall, at the Smith 
grocery store in Azusa, or by any 
of the forest officers patrolling the 
canyons.
